HARLEM RACING 



“Umbrella Bill” McGuigan gave the talent, 
public and followers of form something to talk 
about for days to come in the last Harlem race 
yesterday. He started Arlington in this event 
and the son of Spendthrift — Memorial seemed to 
be in a soft spot, and when 6 to 5 was stuck up 
against him in the ring the hasty players fell 
over one another to get aboard at that price. 
The mere conservative ones, however, became 
alarmed at such a long price being offered and 
at once set about to find cut what was the 
cause of the ring Incoming so liberal all of a 
sudden. When they noticed that A. Morrison 
was scheduled to ride they threw up their 
hands and refused a ticket on the McGuigan 
horse at any price. The result was that his 
price drifted to 8 to 5. 

It was common talk about the grounds ba- 
fore the race that Morrison had galloped but 
few horses during the season and had ridden 
none to speak of. It was thought by many that 
Judge Hamilton would substitute a mere com- 
petent pilot. He did not, though, but caution- 
ed Morrison on his way to the post. Arlington 
got a good send-off but Morrison seemed afraid 
to ride fast and took him back on the first turn 
and placed him where he could not well fail to 
get cut off at the half mile ground, which he 
did, and then he pulled up. The ciowd moaned 
when it saw Arlington behind the leaders 



up at the head of the stretch and fought it out 
closely to the wire. Both were very tired, but 
the chances are that had Plantain stayed out 
away from Jennie F. the latter would have 
won. As it was the Bradley gelding crowded 
the filly close to the inside rail and Boland 
hemmed Nutt in so that he could not use his 
whip. Nutt claimed foul after the race but 
Judge Hamilton would not allow it. Goose 
Liver, the favorite for this race, was another 
one of those horses that was not ready and fin- 
ished among the “also rans.” 

San Cecelia bad no trouble whatever in dis- 
posing of Zaza and others in the five-furlong 
two-year-old race. This filly is a good one and 
a meeting between her and Lady Elite would 
be a drawing card. 

Manager Miers will have the transportation 
to Harlem today as near perfect as possible. 
Additional trains will be put on all roads and 
there will be seats for everyone. Secretary 
Nathanson offers a very interesting card and 
one of the largest crowds of the local racing 
season is expected, providing, of course, it does 
not rain.

Mispah was backed for “a moral’’ from 
even s down to 9 to 10 and less, and after he dis- 
posed of Boanerges on the far turn it seemed 
like easy money. In the stretch, however, along 
came Espionage on ihe rail, and putting Mizpah 
to a drive about the eighth post, she won easily 
by a length and a half. 

Goab el was sent to the post in the third event 
high in flesh and in no condition to race. He 
was the favorite, and again the speculators suf- 
fered. Goebel was in front when the barrier 
went up. but that was all, and when the winner, 
Canace, was passing the wire Goebel was up 
about the sixteenth post. Of course, some 
horses have to be raced into condition, and 
Goebel may be one of this class.

Cassidy and the rider little Houck. Parole 
d’Or, with Houck up, beat the favorite Jimp in 
a hot finish a few days ago. It cropped out 
that a “big bettor” had notified Houck before 
the race that he had bet $50 on Jimp for him. 
The boy was suspended and Colonel Cassidy 
notified to appear before the racing stewards 
to show cause why he should not ba ruled off. 
A St. Louis dispatch says of the aflair: 

“Colonel Cassidy’s predicament in the out- 
come of jockey Houck’s suspension. As soon 
as he read W. W. Darden’s statement he frank- 
ly admitted that he was the big bettor referred 
to by Darden who bad placed $50 for jeekey 
Houck on Jimp in the same race in which 
Houck had piloted Parole d’Or to victory by a 
nose in a whipping finish. 

“Speaking of the matter Colonel Cassidy said: 
‘I have been in the habit of wagering various 
sums on the races, and have frequently re- 
warded owners and jockeys for desirable in- 
formation. The day of the Parole d’Or-Jimp 
race Houck sent for me and requested that I 
bet $50 for him on Jimp, I bet $500 or $600 on 
the horse myself, but the fact that Houck’s 
mount beat Jimp in a furious drive is the best 
indication to my mind that there was nothing 
wrong about the race. 

“ ‘I have bet for nearly every owner and jockey 
at the track in the paet four or five years, and 
this is the first time there has been an investi- 
gation. I have nothing to conceal.’ ” 

Rule 181 of American Racing Rules, says: 
“Jockeys will cot be allowed to bet, except on 
horses which they are riding. For any viola- 
tion of this rule the offender will be ruled off.” 

It appears that both Colonel Cassidy and 
Houck violated this rule, and as Judge Murphy 
is a strict constiuctionist it will not be surpris- 
ing if they are severely punished. It is to the 
boy’s credit that he rode honestly, despite his 
bet on the second horse.
